PASSION* OF RADICALISM. 


Lately we have read ft great deal in 


ultra Southern journals, and 
their 


Northern dirt-eating allies, (ol the Oak- 
land .Vtics stripe), about the •' passions 
of Radicalism," aud the " efforts to stir 
up the old feeling against the South." 
We can overlook and excuse these senti- 
ments, false nnd foolish as they arc,

In the 
proclamations of Lincoln? In Grant's 
acceptance of Lee's surrender? In the 
treatment of Jeff. Davis and the other 
leading spirits of the Rebellion? In the 
amnesty proclamation? In the re-ad- 
mission of the several seeeded States as 
rapidly as civil governments could b« 
established?
